Group’s ‘liberalism’ at issue 


By Rita Savard 

With their views on issues such 
as same-sex marriage in mind, 
members of Free Christian Church 
will vote Sunday, Oct. 3 on whether 
the congregation should sever all 
ties with the United Church of 
Christ — an organization of churches 
it has been affiliated with for more 
than 40 years. 

“The fundamental issue is the 
source of our authority,” said the 
Rev. Jack Daniel. “Many parish- 
ioners feel that the UCC has drifted 
away from the biblical historical 
roots that it was founded on.” 

After spending several months 
discussing the matter, the Elm Street 
church’s Board of Elders sent a let- 
ter to all members stating the rea- 
sons for deliberation.

“We believe that the theological 
and political views of the UCC no 
longer reflect the wisdom and 
authority of the Bibie,” 
Givens, Board of Elders chairman, 
and the board itself, in its explana- 
tion dated Aug. 19. “Their views on 
issues such as same-sex marriage, 
the ordination of homosexual cler- 
gy, partial birth abortion, the use of 


inclusive language in addressing | 


God in worship, the reflection of the 


Lordship of Jesus Christ, and many | 


others no longer speaks the same 
language as the majority of believ- 


ers in the Free Christian Church, | 
evangelical Protestants, or of main- | 


stream Christianity for that matter.” 
Free Christian Church was orga- 
nized in 1846 by slavery opponents

AHS principal: Courses, not specific teachers, were targeted

A former teacher at Andover 
High School is suing Andover 
Public Schools for discrimina- 
tion, claiming Principal Peter 
Anderson decided to eliminate 
teaching positions based on 
teachers’ gender and age. 

Mary L. Johnson, 53, of 
Peabody, who previously taught 
in Andover High’s Applied 
Technology Department for five 
years, said nine of the 10 teach- 
ers originally laid off for the 
2003-04 school year were 
women. 

Four positions and several 
college-preparatory courses 
were eliminated from Johnson's 
Applied Technology Depart- 
ment. The three remaining 
classes were all taught by two 
men who retained their jobs. 
The three remaining courses 
were unleveled courses, not col- 
lege preparatory courses.

show he said courses had to be 
cut because of budget con- 
straints. He stated that he con- 
sidered several factors in deter-

‘I did not consider the sex of 
the teachers who would face 
potential layoff or the age of the 
teachers,” Anderson stated in 
his legal affidavit. 

Due to a reduction in the 
budget for 
Andover Pub- 
Schools, 
Anderson said 
he was forced 
to cut the high 
school’s 
expenses by 
$735,000 for 
the 2003-04 
school year 
Given this, 
Anderson said 
it Was neces- 
sary to elimi 
nate teaching 
positions. He added that he did 
not select specific teachers to be 
laid off. 

Anderson said it was neces- 
sary to preserve academic core 


courses, and he began carefully 
evaluating which electives 
would be most beneficial to stu- 
dents applying for college. He 
said he contacted several col- 
leges to ask them which courses 
they would consider essential on 
students’ applications 

“We believe Ms. Johnson’s 
claim has no merit,” said Debo- 
rah Ecker, attorney for Andover 
Public Schools and Peter Ander- 
“It’s clear the town had to 
make decisions as to how it 
would reduce the budget and 
(Principal Anderson) acted in a 
non-discriminatory manor. 

If Johnson prevails, her attor- 
ney said the school teacher 
would be entitled to back pay 
for as long as she’s out of work 
If Johnson finds employment 
making less than her salary at 
the high school, she’ll be enti- 
tled to pay reimbursing her for 
the difference, until her employ-

Spring water available while new fountains awaited

The transparent blue plastic 
bottles strategically placed in the 
halls of Doherty Middle School 
continue to serve as an important 
public service announcement 
Don’t drink the water! 

Since the school found unsate 
levels of lead in its water supply 
two weeks ago, no time was 
wasted in taking action 

“We've been using bottled 
water in the cafeteria for cook- 
ing and for drinking since we 
found out there was a problem,” 
said Principal Floyd McManus 
“Not all of the bubblers tested 
positive for lead, but we shut 
down everything as a precaution 
and put up water coolers so stu- 
dents can have fresh drinking 
water.”

The 
school originally had 
two water lines in the 
building. An older main 
line containing elevated 
sources of lead was 
eliminated, leaving one 
clean line now feeding 
the school’s water sup- 
ply 

“We have been extremely 
conservative with everything we 
did,” said Joseph Piantedosi, 
director of the Plant and Facili- 
ties Department.

The congregation at West 
Parish is about the same size as 
his church in Connecticut 
(here are about 280 members in 
each, he said.

Continued from page | 
practically undetectable, said 
Piantedosi. Penney confirmed a 
dramatic decrease at all the 
schools, thanks to the measures 
taken by the town. 

Flushing the water in schools 
has narrowed the source of the 
problem down to the local fix- 
tures. 

The water is run for at least 
20 minutes until the temperature 
changes, signaling that its com- 
ing from the main line under- 
ground. The fountain is left 
unused for about 18 hours, so the 
water can sit in the fixture. The 
bubbler is then activated to 
retrieve a small sample of water. 
After the first sample, the foun- 
tain is activated again for a sec- 
ond small sample. 

If the test shows dramatically 
lower levels in the second sam- 
ple, it’s an indication that the 
problem source is more likely 
the water trapped in the fixture 
than from the main line. 

“Whoever takes the first drink 
of the day will get the highest 
concentration of lead,” said 
Piantedosi. “From that point on, 
it will drop during the day.” 

At school or in the home, he 
recommends running the water 
until there’s a temperature 
change, indicating water flow 
from a main line.

ment in the town would have 
ended — possibly until her retire- 
ment. Her attorney, ElisabethLe- 
Brun, also said there would be 
emotional distress damages, 
attorney fees and costs. 

At the time of her layoff, 
effective June 30, 2003, John- 
son’s annual salary was $66,411. 
If she had been recalled that 
year, her qualifications, under 
union contract, would have 
raised her income to $72,252. 
She is currently unemployed. 

Anderson initially eliminated 
three positions in the Fine and 
Performing Arts Department, 
four positions in Applied Tech- 
nology, 1.6 positions in Physical 
Education, one position in World 
Language, one position in 
Health and one position in the 
English Department. Some 
teachers were later recalled to 
positions, or retired or trans- 
ferred. Out of the eight teachers 
who were actually laid off as a 
result of a workforce reduction 
for the 2003-04 school year, 
seven were female and four were 
over the age of 40. 

Johnson, who has been teach- 
ing for 30 years and is certified 
in business, kindergarten 
through grade-12 and instruc- 
tional technology at all levels, 
calls the layoffs a blatant act of 
discrimination. 

“T don’t think that parents 
realize that technology has been 
virtually eliminated from the 
high school,” Johnson said. 
“Peter Anderson says that when 
he eliminated courses he was 
trying to keep those that were 
most valuable for college. How

can he say that eliminating 
courses such as college prepara- 
tory accounting, business law 
and marketing is more beneficial 
for college preparation?” 

Eliminated courses in the 
Applied Technology Department 
that were taught by women 
include Entrepreneurship, Mar- 
keting, Advanced Marketing, 
College Preparatory Accounting, 
Business Law, Word/Power- 
point, Excel/Access, Internet 
Web Design and Advanced Web 
Design. The three courses still 
offered to students and taught by 
men are Television Production, 
Desktop Publishing and Year- 
book. 

Johnson said that after her 
layoff she had the right, under 
union contract, to be recalled for 
new positions opening within the 
school. In January, she applied 
for a job teaching digital photog- 
raphy that was posted in a 
Boston newspaper. 

Johnson said her certifica- 
tions met all the stated require- 
ments in the job posting. In addi- 
tion, an art background was 
noted as being “helpful” but not 
necessary. Johnson said that after 
applying, she received a letter 
from human resources saying 
that art certification was a 
requirement, so she did not qual- 
ify for the position. 

Johnson filed her grievance in 
January, following her rejection 
for the digital photography posi- 
tion, and the position was 
dropped before classes began. 
Anderson said in the court docu- 
ments that, after he discovered 
that there was not enough money 
set aside for materials and equip- 
ment, estimated between $6,000 
to $10,000, the school chose to 
pull the class in favor of less 
costly courses that would enroll

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a greater number of students. 


Decision process 

Anderson said that in the 
beginning of the 2003-04 school 
year, he was notified by the 
Department of Education that a 
complaint had been received that 
Andover High School was not 
providing students with the 
required 990 hours of structured 
learning time. 

“The Department demanded 
that we make adjustments for the 
second semester of the 2003-04 
school year regardless of 
whether funds were available for 
the additional courses,” Ander- 
son stated. 

After gathering information 
from parents, students and teach- 
ers to determine which courses 
would be of interest and add the 
most value, Anderson said the 
school decided to include a 
course in digital photography. 
The new course, placed in the art 
department, was heavily dis- 
cussed with the union at the time 
of its creation, he said. 

“Digital photography is truly 
a technology course that I am 
qualified to teach,” Johnson said. 
“] think that putting it in fine arts 
was a move by Peter Anderson 
not to rehire me.” 

According to Anderson, digi- 
tal photography was placed in 
the art department in the event 
that if there was not sufficient 
enrollment for the course in the 
future, the teacher selected for 
the position could teach other art 
courses. Johnson questions why 
the same notion was not applied 
to the technology department 
because she could have taught 
additional technology courses. 

“Ms. Johnson’s case is very 
strong,” said LeBrun. “I think it 
is sad for the town that they lost 
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such a dedicated and educated 
teacher. And the students lost the 
opportunity to take courses that 
are very useful in these high-tech 
times of ours.” 

To comply with the Depart- 
ment of Education’s request for 
more class time, Andover High 
added the following positions 
this year: one in the art depart- 
ment, one in filmmaking and one 
in physical education, which 
recalled another female teacher 
who had been laid off after the 
initial cuts. A teacher who had 
been laid off from the world lan- 
guage department was also 
recalled with funds from a feder- 
al grant. 

Because she is at the top of 
the pay scale, Johnson said she 
believes Anderson thought he 
could hire more teachers for less 
money rather than recall her to 
the school. 

“They still have teachers on 
recall and (Andover Public 
Schools) hired 50 new teachers 
this year,’ Johnson said. “Super- 
intendent Claudia Bach said the 
district had a hard time finding 
teachers this year, ‘because the 
teacher shortage is upon us.’ 
Well, what about those of us 
with years of experience who are 
still waiting to be recalled?” 

“When we have had to lay off 
people, we have called them 
back as soon as positions opened 
in their certified field,” Bach 
said. 

Johnson’s lawyer said the 
case is currently filed with the 
Massachusetts Commision 
Against Discrimination and is in 
the early stages of litigation. “I 
didn’t want my case to be publi- 
cized,” Johnson said. “I truly 
hoped we could settle this and 
avoid arbitration costs but the 
school has chosen to ignore us.”

ing up to the court ruling, they 
said, 

Che state Professional Board 
of Licensure is also going for- 
ward with prosecution after con- 
ducting an investigation into the 
disappearance of the eye doctor. 
Complaints from customers 
helped kick start the investiga- 
tion in July. During the investi- 
gation, it was discovered Kahan 
had been working at Cambridge 
Eye Associates while neglecting 
responsibilities at her own store, 
it said. Kahan never notified the 
board of her outside employ- 
ment, something she is required 
to do, the board reported. 

“She is going to have to 
answer all the allegations,” said 
Chuck Borstel, assistant to the 
director of the board. 

Borstel said Kahan will have 
to explain herself to the board, 
and answer to the claims of her 
unsatisfied customers. He said it 
will be a chance for her to tell 
her side of the story. Depending 


on the board’s finding, Kahan 
could receive anything from a 
warning to probation to the loss 
of her license, said Borstel. 

During the process, several 
customers said they wondered 
about the handwritten sign in the 
window and the unusual actions 
of a long-time Andover busi- 
nesswoman. 

Diane Henry had popped in 
the store to see Kahan about 
every six months for the past 16 
years. She remembers Kahan as 
friendly and pleasant. 

The last time Henry tried 
doing business at Bay State Eye 
was on May 5. By then, the 
“closed” sign was already hang- 
ing in the abandoned store. 
Henry tried to wait out the doc- 
tors absence. Weeks passed and 
she began to worry that she 
would be out $400. She had 
almost given up hope of getting 
her prescription sunglasses. 

The last week of June, Kahan 
apologized for the inconvenience 
and said she was trying her best 
to get back to customers with

refunds and glasses. She said she 
had recently sent 65 packages by 
certified mail to her customers 
and had been refunding money. 

She said there was a death in 
her family and she injured her 
back, which had prevented her 
from being able to reopen the 
Andover store. Kahan had been 
working part time for Cam- 
bridge Eye Associates during at 
least a portion of the time her 
Andover shop was closed. 

“T am not leaving Andover,” 
Kahan had said. 

In July, Henry received a 
package — glasses and a check 
mailed back to her. But Henry 
does not believe they are the 
same frames she picked out, or 
her proper prescription. 

Henry had planned to file a 
formal complaint, but said she 
never got around to it. From a 
distance, the sign taped to the 
door of Kahan’s shop has contin- 
ued to catch her eye throughout 
the summer, she said. 


“I thought that was kind of 


fishy. It just doesn’t make sense. 
She wasn’t very responsive to 
her patients. You just don’t do 
business like that,” said Henry. 
“Tt is just sad.” 

In July, Paula Trespas had 
also received a package from 
Kahan. Her frames and a check 
were mailed back to her. 

“She did try to make good on 
that. It took her awhile,” said 
Trespas. 

According to Paula Fleming, 
director of communications for 
the Better Business Bureau of 
Eastern Massachusetts, Maine 
and Vermont, Bay State Eye is 
no longer recorded as a business 
in Andover. At least two com- 
plaints against Kahan were made 
before the file was pulled from 
the BBB system. 

“This is a very strange ending 
to a business relationship that 
went on 20 plus years,” said 
David Wanger, president of 
Marathon Realty Corp., the 
management company for the 
property. 

According to Wanger, Bay 
State Eye had rented the location 
since 1981. There were still six 
years left on the lease. The man- 
agement company had not had 
any contact with Kahan since 
April. After repeated tries to 
reach Kahan, pursuing legal 
action was the only alternative, 
said Wanger.

Northmark Bank breaks ground

A large puddle of murky water could be seen at 
the bottom of a hole dug on Park Street. North- 
mark Bank President Jane Walsh laughed a little 
when she looked over at it. But she said the puddle 
will be replaced by a three-story, off-white build- 
ing with black shutters — the future home of a 
Northmark Bank branch. 

Walsh and other bank and town officials were 
toting symbolic hard hats and shovels to mark the 
ground-breaking ceremony of the new bank on 
Monday morning. 

She took out a large sketch from the back seat 
of her car to show the physical intentions the com- 
pany has for Andover. 

But Walsh said the bank is out to fill more than 
just a plot of land in town. The reason Northmark 
Bank is taking up residence in Andover is to fill a 
perceived need for community banking, she said. 

Town Planner Paul Materazzo said the larger 
banks moved into Andover over the years, making 
it harder for the smaller banks to survive. He said 
the big name money handlers have more cus- 
tomers and bigger accounts, making it easier for 
them to set up shop and thrive almost anywhere 
they choose. But that is not to say the smaller com- 
panies do not have a place in town. 

“| think it’s great because it offers the resi- | 
dents more opportunities,” said Materazzo. 

With nine banking locations already in town, 
Northmark will give the consumer yet another | 
choice, he said. This is an unusual situation 
most communities never imagine. Andover has 
a number of competing banks existing within a 
stone’s throw of one another. 

“T think the town is made up of banks, coffee 
and bagel shops and hair salons,” Materazzo fig 
said, laughing. 

Materazzo said Andover’s downtown ts also 
a convenient location for handling real estate 
transactions. There are several real estate agen- 
cies, a sea of lawyers and plenty of banks to 
handle loans and mortgages. They are all in 
walking distance of one another, he adds. 

“It’s almost one-stop shopping,” he said. “I 


dare you to find that type of density for those type 
of services in another community.” 

He said Andover is “becoming the hub for 
attorneys and banking.” 

Northmark plans to finish construction in Feb- 
ruary or March next year. The bank will occupy 
the 3,800 square feet on the first floor of the build- 
ing. Walsh said she did not know what would be 
moving in above the bank. Plans for another bank, 
an Enterprise Bank branch on High Street, also 
are currently before the Planning Board. 

Members of Northmark know they are entering 
a town with many banks already. But the idea is to 
bring back the neighborhood banking feel, said 
Walsh. Northmark headquarters are in North 
Andover. Walsh said the bank has a large Andover 
clientele. She said customers have been asking the 
bank to come to Andover for years. The idea was 
not something Northmark pursued immediately, 
because there were already smaller community- 
oriented banks, said Walsh. But after watching the 
dynamic of the Andover banking world change, 
Northmark executives saw an opening and decided 
to move in. 

“Community banks are all gone,” said Walsh.

[he category 5 hurricane tore 
through the Cayman Islands last 
week, blasting the roofs off 95 per 
cent of residential dwellings and 
washing many homes out to sea 
with winds up to 160 miles per hour 
Lastrina said he was driving during 
the storm, helping to shuttle people 
in need of medical care. 

In the few days prior to Ivan hit- 
ting the island, Lastrina said many 
locals shunned the opportunity to 
leave home 

“In the three years I lived on the 
island, there have been several hur- 
ricanes that passed us Or came neal 
us,” said Lastrina, from his parents’ 
Andover residence 

“None of the previous storms 
produced any significant damage,” 
Lastrina added. “The problem with 
that is it breeds complacency.” 

Located in the western 
Caribbean, the Cayman Islands 
comprise Grand Cayman, Cayman 
Brac and Little Cayman. The three 
islands lie approximately 150 miles 
south of Cuba; 480 miles south of 
Miami, Fla. Grand Cayman suffered 
the most severe thrashing from 
Ivan’s blows 

Lastrina’s fiancée, Beth Biega, 
was in the US visiting family. On 
his own, Lastrina locked up his 
apartment and sought shelter at a 
friend’s five-story office building 
constructed to withstand hurricane- 
force winds. When Ivan’s power 
escalated on Sunday, leaving most 
of the island in total darkness, a 
backup generator in Lastrina’s 
building kept on the electricity

homes. For some in Lastrina’s 
group, even waiting out the storm 
was not an option. 

“There were two women com- 
plaining of physical ailments,” he 
recalled. “One, about 17 or 18, was 
hyperventilating. Another, who was 
a police sergeant had a medical 
condition that required her to take 
some kind of medication. She was 
vomiting and was really sick.” 

The two women were not show- 
ing signs of improvement. Lastrina 
and another man, Derek Mendez, 
decided they had to act, he said. 

Mendez, who had access to the 
company car, a Chevy Suburban, 
drove the sports utility vehicle 
around to the side of the building 
where it took both men to safely 
escort the women through vicious 
clips of wind. 

“We tried to get the car as close 
to the building as possible,” Lastrina 
said. “You had to be really careful 
not to get knocked off your feet. It 
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SPE 


took two of us just to close the car 
door.” 

Lastrina’s trek to the hospital, 
which he said was probably less 
than half a mile away, seemed much 
farther during the height of the 
storm 

The sea had flooded out much of 
the island, its murky waters rising to 
about four feet along the route to the 
hospital. Power lines were knocked 
down and the only visible light for 
the traveler's to navigate by was 
coming from the Suburban’s head- 
lights 

“The hospital was really close,” 
Lastrina affirmed. “But when you're 
traveling through that much water, it 
seemed to take forever to actually 
get there.” 

After Lastrina helped bring the 
two wome safety, he and 
Mendez returned to the office build 
ing for a woman who was eight 
months pregnant and had com- 
plained about experiencing stomach 
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Upon returning to the hospital 
with her, they lei wmed the hospital’s 
generator had flooded, cutting off 
the facility’s last source of power. 

"They obviously had patients 
requiring immediate care,” Lastrina 
said. “Because they had no power, 
they needed help transferring 
patients to another hospital down 
the road.” 

With their vehicle still perform- 
ing well against the storm, Lastrina 
and Mendez volunteered to make a 
couple more trips to the neighboring 
hospital, as well as transport others 
to a nearby shelter 

Inthe chaotic hours that fol 
lowed, Lastrina said he and his 
friend drove through Ivan several 
times during the hurricane’s peaking 
hours, from approximately 8:30 to 
11:30 p.m. 

On Monday, Lastrina returned 
home to find his apartment in ruins 
People were just beginning to ven- 
ture out to their homes 

“Nine out of 10 would say 
everything is gone,” Lastrina said. 

“The first floor was completely 
destroyed, there was nothing left,” 
he said. “And the upstairs was 
flooded in the master bedroom.” 

The only room in his apartment 
that wasn’t ravaged was the guest 
bedroom, where he had kept his two 
cats 

According to local news services 
on CaymanNetNews.com, relief 
efforts have begun and Cayman 
government officials estimate 
rebuilding the island’s destroyed 
properties will take several months. 

Lastrina, along with his fiancée, 
will remain in Andover at his par- 
ent’s home for another week. He 
said many of the financial industries 
should be back in business this 
week as cleanup efforts are under 
way. He said the couple are plan 
ning to return soon to help in 
rebuilding the community. 

“All our pictures and personal 
items are just gone,” Lastrina said 
“But they're all replaceable. Those 
of us who experienced (the hurn 
cane) are just lucky to be alive.”

a RESIDENTS LEARNED this month that the 
water used for drinking or cooking at several 
town schools has unsafe amounts of lead in it. 
Counterintuitively, there is good news floating here. 
While the news about the water is obviously unwant- 
ed, that the town tested for the danger and informed 
people of it is positive news worthy of notice. 

Lead is believed to leach into the water available at 
most older buildings — homes and businesses — if the 
water sits in pipes too long. While the state raised the 
issue of lead and copper in older buildings’ water 
back in 1999, few communities have done anything 
about it since then. Andover conducted a pervasive 
sampling program this summer — a worst-case sce- 
nario for the schools, since they are dormant then — 
and are now correcting the problem areas. 

Exactly what should be done is somewhat unclear, 
but the town has tested to confirm the problem is 
within the buildings themselves and not with the 
water; made spring water available in some areas; and 
is replacing faucets. “There are so few towns and 
cities addressing the problem, we're sort of on our 
own here,” said town Health Director Everett Penney. 

Andover’s health department continues to monitor 
other issues such as the rates of breast cancer in town, 
which a few years ago were among the highest in the 
state. The most recent report, discussed by the Board 
of Health this week, shows Andover’s rate at the state 
average. “It’s only one picture in time and, especially 
with breast cancer, you have to look at larger periods,” 
said Penney. “We keep looking at these things.” 

Knowing health officials are doing so — and report- 
ing on it —can give residents a measure of security.

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New shop owners 
seek Boston feel

Think of Newbury Street in 
Boston. The high-end shops, 
trendy salons and elegant dining 
make it a destination spot for a day 
of spending. Now, think suburbs. 
That is what a number of new busi- 
ness owners have done, aiming to 
transform downtown Andover into 
a place where one’s credit card 
limit might be the only limitation 
on the latest fashion and frills a 
shopper can take home. 

A wave of new retail shops has 
splashed into Andover’s down- 
town. Stores such as Jeans Addic- 
tion, dresscode and Sparkle Boston 
have brought merchandise usually 
sought in more urban settings into 
Andover’s quaint center. 

“IT feel like we are putting 
Andover on the map,” said Meah 
Starr Kadziela owner of Jeans 
Addiction on Post Office Avenue, 
about the newer retail shops open- 
ing in town. 

Kadziela store carries the latest 
and hippest jeans that are fre- 
quently sported by big-name 
celebrities, such as Seven for All 
Mankind jeans which hug the hips 
of Jessica Simpson, Beyonce and 
Britney Spears, she said . 

According to Kadziela, her 
small boutique has been busy, and 
she is already ordering more inven- 
tory. She said one third of her mer- 
chandise sold in the first week she 
opened. Just like her jeans, she 
said her Andover location feels 
like a perfect fit. 

Kadziela is one of several busi- 
ness owners who sees downtown 
Andover as up and coming. She 
said all of the new businesses seem 
to complement each other nicely. 

“Andover to me feels a lot like 
what Newbury Street used to be 
when I started working there 10, 
15 years ago,” said Amy Finegold, 
who celebrated her grand opening 
of dresscode at 2 Elm Square on 
Tuesday. 

Finegold gave up the retail life 
and the commute to Boston to start 
a family. Before she left she started 
to notice some of the smaller bou- 
tiques leaving Newbury Street. She 
said there are still plenty of stores 
similar to dresscode in the city, but 
she had no desire to set up shop in 
Boston.

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“TI don’t feel Newbury Street 
needs a store like mine,” she said. 

But Andover is another story. 

Finegold said she loves Boston 
shopping, but helping to create a 
similar atmosphere in her home- 
town is even better. However, she 
said she realizes that high-end 
stores have always had a place in 
Andover and many were thriving 
in the community long before she 
and other new owners arrived. She 
said her store, along with other 
newer stores, are building on a 
foundation that was set long ago. 

Lisa Schwarz, senior planner 
for the town, said she can see the 
trend toward a Newbury Street 
feel. She said it is also interesting 
that a lot of the new business own- 
ers are women. Schwarz said it 
sounds as though many of these 
new shop owners have done their 
research and know that what they 
are selling is wanted by those in 
the area. While residents used to 
have to drive and a battle for park- 
ing to get their products, now they 
can get them downtown. 

Schwarz said these women are 
also able to maintain the small 
business feel that Andover’s down- 


town has seen for decades. 

“They are not your usual mom- 
and-pop stores. Even though they 
are upscale and trendy, they are 
small business owners,” 
Schwarz. 

Merit Tukiainen opened Night 
and Day, a lingerie store, on Park 
Street almost a year ago. 

“People like to shop locally. | 
knew that there was nothing like 
my store. Basically between 
Boston and New Hampshire, this 
is it,’ she said. “The local busi- 
nesses here are very supportive. 
Andover is becoming a very good 
place to shop.” 

“You've got some really, really 
cool stores,” said Tricia Dubrow, 
owner of Stylish She in Andover. 
“You've got the stores in Andover. 
There are plenty of places to shop.” 

Dubrow has a traveling busi- 
ness, but is responsible for the jew- 
elry line found at dresscode. 

Sisters Julie Townsend Defina 
and Laura Townsend run Sparkle 
Boston on Chestnut Street, a 
makeup store specializing in hard- 
to-find beauty products. 

The sisters are from Cam- 
bridge. Defina now lives in Brad-

ford and her sister lives in 
Gloucester. Defina said things are 
usually not as accessible in subur- 
bia as they are in the city. The con- 
cept behind Sparkle Boston was to 
bring “a little bit of a cosmopolitan 
feel to the suburbs,” Defina said. 

Another cosmetic boutique just 
moved into Andover as well. “We 
fell in love with Andover. You can 
really spend a day shopping here,” 
Jane Forrer, co-owner of Beauty 
and Main at 2 Elm Square. 

Beauty and Main also strives to 
bring the products found in the big 
city and shopping malls to the 
“Main Streets” of smaller commu- 
nities, said Forrer. 

“We were suburban moms that 
never got to Boston. Who had 
time? I never get to Newbury 
Street. I never have time,” she said. 

So, with the new lineup of high- 
end retail, is there anything 
Andover’s downtown is really 
missing? 

“I need more shoes. If I want a 
hot pink pair of strappy sandals, 
where do I go?” said Finegold. For 
now, her best bet for catching wild 
and ultra-trendy footwear is some- 
where outside Andover, she said. 


Demoulas bags closed Andover center for $20M

Demoulas Supermarkets Inc. has paid $20 
million for the closed Andover Logistics and 
former Supervalu grocery distribution ware- 
house located 3 miles from its main distribu- 
tion center in Tewksbury. 

The supermarket chain is mum on its plans 
for the 450,000-square-foot facility at 340 Bal- 
lardvale St., which closed earlier this year in 
the first week of April. 

“T really don’t have something to say at this 
time,” said Demoulas operations manager 
David McLean when asked to elaborate on 
what the purchase would mean in terms of jobs 
or expansion. 

In all, 375 people, many of them longtime 
workers making good pay, lost their jobs when 
Andover Logistics closed. About three-quar- 
ters of the workers belonged to a union. The 
facility's former owner, C&S Wholesale Gro- 
cers Inc., consolidated grocery warehouses in 
New England after acquiring several of them

from Supervalu Inc. 

The warehouse sits in the Lowell Junction 
industrial area in south Andover, bordering 
Wilmington. Train tracks run along the back of 
the facility. 

Supermarket officials said they do not know 
how this added warehouse capacity will fit into 
its expansion plans at its headquarters on East 
Street in Tewksbury. Expansion plans hit a 
snag amidst neighbors’ concerns about trucks 
and traffic, and the noise and exhaust they pro- 
duce. The Tewksbury Planning Board’s denial 
of a special-use permit earlier this year wound 
up in a lawsuit in Superior Court. 

State Rep. Barry R. Finegold, D-Andover, 
used to work night shifts in the summer 
unloading trucks as a “lumper” at the Andover 
food warehouse while in college 15 years ago. 
Both grocery warehouse locations are in his 
district. 

He regretted the facility's closing, as it put 
people he knew out of work. He described the

Demoulas purchase as a “win-win” for both 
towns, because it could allow the Tewksbury 
facility to expand while providing jobs in 
Andover. 

“T think there are a couple points. From 
what I understand, they are still trying to 
expand in Tewksbury,” said Finegold. 

“There have been discussions, the freezer 
part — I mean the frozen foods, will be run out 
of Andover. That has not been confirmed, but 
that is what I heard,” Finegold said. The 
Tewksbury facility might become home to 
Demoulas dry goods handling. 

North Andover resident Michael Ketten- 
bach, vice president and treasurer of Retail 
Management and Development Inc. which 
develops property for the supermarket chain, 
said the purchase is too new to talk about. The 
company will know more in 45 days, he said. 

“Tt was an opportunity that dropped in our 
laps and now we are trying to determine how 
to best utilize it,” Kettenbach said.

“The test scores do not necessarily mean that stu- 
dents are not doing added Friel, who, like 
Bucco, stressed the importance of addressing both 
individual and group needs. “Once we have the spe- 
cific report and all the details, we'll be able to work 
on a plan for improvement.” 

According to No Child Left Behind regulations, 
schools face consequences that grow in severity each 
year they don’t meet Adequate Yearly Progress 

According to the Department of Education, if a 
school fails to meet AYP for two consecutive years 
then it is required to offer parents the option of send- 
ing their child to another school within the district 
that has made AYP if space is available. After three 
years of not making AYP, a school must offer choice 
and supplemental services to students most in need. 


well, 


Following four years, a school moves into “correc- 
tive action” and is required to make significant 
changes that could include staffing, curriculum, 
governance or instruction, If a school still fails to 
achieve AYP after five years, it moves into “restruc 
turing” and is put under state oversight. 

“Once we get the specific data, we'll be looking 
for the kinds of skills we need to work with stu- 
dents, collectively and individually, so they can 
make progress to meet the mark next round,” Friel 
said 

Superintendent Claudia Bach said that while data 
from the report still needs to be analyzed, the state 
should focus less on averages and more on individ- 
ual children to keep them from falling through the 
cracks. 

“Once we receive all the information, we really 
want to take a look at the children themselves,” 
Bach said. We'll be closely examining the two 
schools and considering each child’s results to deter- 
mine the best remediation program.”
